POLICE WILL INVESTIGATE MANGELSON. 
Not 


His Charges Against His Wife Are 
Sustained 


A peculiar criminal case was heard before 
Justice Mahoney’at the Sheffield Avenue Po- 
lice Court yesterday. Mrs. Peter Mangelson 
was arrested Monday evening on a warrant 
charging her with criminal threats sworn out 
by her husband. Yesterday morning the hus- 
band failed to appear and Capt. Schuettier, 
whose suspicions had become aroused, asked 
for a continuance until Saturday, when he 
will have to show why he swore out the war- 
rant. Mangelson came to the station Friday 
with a certificate signed by Dr. E. R. Bennett 
of No. 898 Clybourn avenue statmg that his 
wife was insane and was a fit subject for the 
detention hospital He wanted the patrol 
wagon sent to remove her. The wagon was 
sent to No. 1218 Belmont avenue, where she 
was stopping with the family of William 
Schnadt. Schnadt refused to allow the 
officers to enter the house. Saturday last 
Mrs. Mangelson went to the sta- 
tion witn triends and said . she 
was going to the detention hospi- 
tal to establish her sanity. At the hospital 
Dr. E. McGrath examined the woman and 
failed to find. any symptoms of imsanity and 
gave her a certificate to that effect. Mrs. 
Mangelson returned to the police station and 
gave Capt. Schuettler the certificate, and the 
latter allowed her to return to her friends. 
Later Mangelson put in an appearance at the 
station and again requested that the patroi 
wagon de sent for his wife. When he was 
told that Dr. McGrath hadecertified that the 
woman was sane he replied that Dr. Beanett had 
said that when he issued the certificate of in- 
sanity the woman would have to be take into 
custody whether she was insane or not. Man- 
gelson later on swore out the present warrant 
for his wife. Mrs. Mangelson says that she 
thinks there isa conspiracy on the part of her 
husband and others to have her put out of the 
way, but says she intends to commence di- 
vorce proceedings against him after the pres- 
ent case 1s settled.

Edward Everett Hale Talks. 

Edward Everett Hale was the principal 
speaker of the evening and his deep, resonant 
voice soon silenced the undercurrent of small 
talk. He, with others, felt that Harvard Col- 
lege was rapidly becoming the most national 
in character of all the colleges in thé United 
States. It was the intermingling of the young 
men of the East and West that was to deter- 
mine its national charatter. He saw so 
many of his old boys before him, so many 
who had come to him for counsel and advice, 
that he could hardly realize the fact of his 
being 1,000 miles away from hume. 

Appleton Chapel, where he had so often 
spoken, was at the service of all sects, and it 
was attended by larger congregations 
than de saw anywhere else. At 
tendance was entirely without compulsion 
too, save that of conscience. The develop- 
ment of the broad plan of Christian work in 
connection with education was shown in this 
fact and in, the large attendance of under. 
graduates at early morning prayers. Phillips 
Brooks during the three weeks in each year 
when he occupied the pulpit of the chapel, 
would go from morning services directly to 
the minister s room, where he would 
stay until 12 o'clock, giving ad- 
vice to such as came there 
tosee him. In the work in connection with 
the chapel, the speaker said, he had made 
some of the best and closest friendships of his 
life. The undergraduates would come to him 
to settle all sorts of questions, from the color 
of the shirts they should wear in processions 
to nice points in religion. His closest intima. 
cies had been with students from a distance, 
Young men who were so far from home that 
they could not submit to fathers and mothers 
the questions which puzzled them would 
come to him for his advice, 

The new building, in which Phillips Brooks 
had taken such an interest and which was 
now to take the shape of a memorial to him 
and to bear his name, was to contain rooms 
for the minister and also be a house for the 
various clubs which now use recitation rooms 
for their meetings. It was the plan to make 
it a building where visitors wight be com fort- 
ably entertained as well.

House Committee Reports on the Wann 
Disaster—Stirs Up a Commotion, 
SPRINGFIBLD, III.. Feb. 21. — Chairman 
Fowler of the committee to investigate the 
Wann ratiroad disaster reported to the House 
that the conclusion from the evidence was

There was no clement of accident in the killing 
of twenty-eight persons and maiming thirty-two 
others, but the inevitable result of mismanage- 
ment of the road by its officers, ing an 
lute disregard of the u of human life and 
no reasonable precaution for the protection of 
property. At the time of the fatal collision the 
switches were in charge of one A, Gatten, a 
barber, who had boen employed in the yards only 
twenty-four days, and no evidence shows. that he

HOW TO CLEAN THE ee AND AL- 


ee eee eee

City buredu of street and alley cleaning. It is 
not a measure to increase offices and expenses, 
but to simplify and systematize the manage- 
ment of an important branch of the duties of 


mémbers have a thorough acquaintance with 
city affairs. 

The present system of cleaning streets and 
| alleys is a peculiarly irresponsible one. The 
streets are looked after by one officer and the 
alleys by another. The removal of one kind 
of refuse is intrusted to one department; that 
of a different kindto another. The Council 
made last year an appropriation of $427,000 
for the removal of garbage and dead animals 
and to run the city's First Ward plagt. This 
was expended by the Health Commissioner, 
who had also a great many other things to at- 
tend to. An appropriation was made for the 
Department of Public Works of $530,000 to be 


used for sweeping, cleaning, and repairing. 


imptoved streets. A more business-like 
method would have been to make a separate 


appropriation for the repairing. Then 1t 


would have been possible to tell exactly how 
much was expended under each head. Then 
it would not be possible to use money which 
ought to have been employed for cleaning the 
streets in the costiy and inefficient tinkering 
of them so as-to benefit a contractor. 

The ordinance introduced Monday night 
provides that the Superintendent of the pro-

It is intended that one man shall be put in 
charge of all cleaning of every kind, in the 
small streets called alleys as well as in the 
larger ones. Then responsibility will be con- 
centrated. No department or officer can 
throw on another the blame because some- 
thing has been left undone which ought to have 
been done or has been done which ought not to 
have been done. When a man knows that the 
people look on him as the only one who is at 
Tauit if anything goes wrong he feels the re- 
sponsibility of his position and he tries to do 
the beat he can. When responsibility is divided 
up in little chunks between half adozen people 
no one of them cares whether matters go right 
ornot. If they donot he shifts the blame on 
some one else, who passes it along to Sqme 
other individual. 

An irresponsible system is also an expen- 
sive one, and the money of the taxpayers is 
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— io getting « dose of the same 
of physic. Like the bull that undertook 
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haw got the wort of the argument, The 
ä may not be killed off by this 
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ten times what it would cost to remove it 
from the surface of the street. The semi-fluid 
stuff is carted to Western avenue at a cost of 
$4 a load and dumped there. Some of the 


dirt which goes into the sewers passes 


through them to the river and has to be 


| dredged up and put on scows, which are towed 
out into the lake and dumped there. Often 


they do not go far enough and their contents 
reach the crib and come back in the drinkmg 
water. Nothmg more shiftless than such 
methods can well be imagined, 

The passage uf this ordinance will not clean 
the city. Good officers are also needed, and so 
too is money. But with officers of only or- 
dinary capacity and with no more money than 
is available today a great deal more will de 
accomplished with an intelligent, business-like 
system of management, which puts all work 
of the same kind ander one head, than is se- 
complished now. This ordinance will be a 
first step towards reform and therefore the 
Council should pass it and should doso be- 
fore it passes the appropriation bill, so that 
the latter may be made up to suit the new de- 
parture. Wil) not the members of the Finance 
committee see to it that this is done? If they 
ask for it their colleagues will feel that it is 
necessary and will acquiesce. 

And then when election day comes, month 
after next, the voters—on whom so much de- 
pends in this warfare for clean streets—will 
have an opportunity to elect a Mayor who 
will choose a man for Superintendent of the 
new burean who will show what can be done 
towards cleaning streets and alicys when the 
sum of about a million, which will be at his 
disposal, 18 used intelligently and econom- 
ically. 

WHO OBJECT TO SMOKE CONSUMERS? 
The Coal Handlers’ Benevolent and Pro- 
tective Union has presented to the Trades and 
Labor Assembly a protest against the work of 
the Society for the Frevention of Smoke in 
this city. It alleges that the said society is 
conducting s legal warfare against the manu- 
facturing institutions of Chicago whose busi- 
ness necessities oblige them to use soft coal, 
thereby compelling them to use “alleged 
smoke consumers at high prices, which con- 
sumers fail totally to perform the service ex- 
pected of them, or else to use anthracite coal, 
which is controlled absolutely by the great 
anthracite. coal combine of Pennsylvania.“ 
It claims that a continuance of such action 
will result in throwing thousands of soft coal 
miners in this State out of employment, and 
driving out many great industries, The pro- 
test also intimates a suspicion that the saciety 
is interested m furthering the interests of the 
anthracite trust and several brands of alleged 
smoke consumers. 

The coal handlers ask for the appointment 
of acommuttee to investigate the merits of 
the smoke consumers and the methods of the 
society. There should be no objection to this. 
but if the investigation be properly conducted 
it will show the men who demand it to be ja: 
bering under a huge mistake. It will reveal 
the fact that the society has no sinister motive 
or selfish end in view, but is working for the 
good of theeity, and with especial reference 
to insuring for it a moderately pure air for 
breathing and a reasonably clear sky, so far 
as smoke is concerned, during the time of 
holding the World’s Fair. It will prove to 
the satisfaction of any unprejudiced man that 
soft coal.ean be burned without the emission 
of smoke in objectionable quantity and vol- 
ume, and that many owners of steam-makmg 

plants in this city have become aware of this 


fact, demonstrating that they save.money by 
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of dense black smoke to poison the air and 
befoul everything upon which the stuff setties 
down. It has been demonstrated that a large 
part of the smoke that is allowed to escape is 
the result of carelessness in handling the fuel ; 
of the laziness which leads a man to shovel in 
large quantities at a time, instead of feeding 
it to the furnace in smaller doses and taking 
the trouble to distribute the fresh coal over 
the bed of burning fuel; of the shiftlessness 
whieh prefers a smoke laden atmosphere to 
a pure one, when the latter can only be ob- 
tained by dint of more muscular exertion and 
better attention to the work a man is paid to 
perform. It would be pitiable to find that 
the investigation was instigated by such a 
class of objections to smoke prevention. 


NEED or A SAVINGS BANK LAW. 

In 1887 the Legislature passed a law for the 
organization of savings banks, their super- 
vision, and the administration of their affairs, 
The Supreme Court held that it was unconsti- 
tutional and void because it had not been sub- 
mitted to the vote of the people ut a general 
election. Although nothmg is easier than to 
provide for she submissioa to the popular vote 
of such a measure, and although there was a 
popular demand for legislation on this point, 
the General Assemblies of 1889 and 1891 re- 
fused to act. There are many people who 
ate sufferers because of that inexcusable neg- 
lect. 

Last week Tux Trrpune gave an account of 
the failure of The Chicago Savings Dank 
at Englewood, and of another bank of the 
same kind at Grand Crossing. They were 
both owned and managed by the same indi- 
vidual. The amount of money involved was 
not large—perhaps $25,000—but there were a 
great many depositors, most of them bemg 
quite poor people. 

Neither of these concerns was incorpor- 
ated. Neither was subject to the supervision 
or inspection of the State. Their proprietor 
paid no license. Hesimply opened up shop 
and asked people to lend him their money. A 
number were unwise enough todoso, There 
ate persons who will say that those who 
deposited in these concerns were guilty of 
gross negligence ; that it was their duty to in- 
vestigate their standing before depositing in 


‘them ; that there are in this city savings banks 


of unquestioned soundness; and that the State 
cannot even by the passage of the wisest laws 
keep people from making foois of themselves. 

There is a measure of truth to these asser- 
tions, for the fool and his money will be 
parted in spite of all precautions. Yet it is 

none the less the duty of the State to as 

far as it can, to the relief of those who 
are utterly ignorant regarding money mat- 
ters, and who have no one to whom they 
can turn for advice. There are a great many 
who think one bank is as good as another and 
who go tothe nearest one, as they go tw the 
nearest doctor or meat market. If 4 man 
rents an office in a suburb, furnishes it 
attractively, and has Savings Bank painted 
in big letters on the window, there will be 
plenty of people to lend him money without 
thorough inquiry into his responsibility. 

It the Legislature were to pass a savings 
bank law with provisions for the inspéction 
of those institutions there would be occasional 
failures, for the greatest vigilance is some- 
times baffled by the dishonesty of mankind. 
There would not, however, be the free field for 
speculators and adventurers that there is now, 
when any man can stick up his sign and ex- 
ploit the ignorance of the community. Had 
there been a decent law it is doubtful whether 
this failare at Englewood would have hap- 
pened—a failure the most painful feature of 
which is that it hits the hardest those who can 
least afford it, sweeping away rot the sur- 
pluses of the rich but the savings of the poor. 

The Democratic party says it is the friend 
of the poor man.” The Democrats in the 
Legisiature have an opportunity to show their 
friendship for their pet “poor man by pass 
ing a savings bank law for his protection. to 
be submitted to the popular vote next year. 
Will they avail themselves of it? 


ELEVATING THE RAILROAD TRACKS. 

The Judiciary committee reported back to 
the Couneil Monday night an ordinance for 
the elevation of the tracks of steam toads 
within the city limits. The seeming delay on 
the part of the committee was due simply to 
the wise plan it adopted—which should be fol- 
lowed generally—of handmg over to the Cor- 
poration Counsel the ordimance which had 
been referred to it, with the request that he 
put it in such shape that it would pass master 
in the courts. He has done so, 

The ordinance, which has been made a 
special order for tomorrow night, divides the 
city into three districts. The first of these 
covers practically the South Side north of 
Twelfth street. The tracks therein except 
those of the Illinais Central are to be elevated 
or removed by Jan. 1, 1895. If the Rock 
island, Lake Shore, end other roads affected 
choose to move their depots and freight 
houses south of Twelfth street, and sell the 
valuable property they hold now in the busi- 
ness district, so much the better for them. 

The second district takes in the rest of the 
South Side, Hyde Park porth of Sixty-seventh 
street; the West Side as far as Kedzie avenue, 
except a strip along Twenty-first street; 
the North Side and Lake View south of Di 
versey avenue. The roads are given until 
Jan, 1, 1897, to elevate or remove their tracks. 
The third district covers the rest of the city, 
and the tracks therein must be elevated by 
Jan. 1,1800. If any tracks are left on the 
surface after the dates fixed for the elevation 
they are declared 4 nuisance, for maintaining 
which a suitable penalty is provided. 

This ordinance will come up for considera. 
tion tomorrow night, and as the public de- 
mand for the stoppage of grade crossing mur- 
ders is growing stronger every day it is not 
impossible that the Council will pass it (off. 
hand, or at least at the following meeting. If 
itcoes not act the people will attribute its 
non-action to the persuasive influence of the 
roads, 

The latter may say that this ordinance is 
too drastic, too inflexible, and too urgent in 


its demands. If so the fault is their own. They 


have been warned again and again that if they 
did not attend to this street crossing question 
themseives it would be attended to for them 
without consulting them. That is what is 
about to be done. ned te e Ken 
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new version of the old story told by Esop 
about the fate of the batrachian that tried to 
puff itself to the size of a quadruped. Presi- 
dent McLeod conceived the idea of a gigantic 
combination of the coal properties which 
could dietate 1 to consumers, and an ex- 
teusion at the scheme was to control the rail- 
roads tt other sections, particularly in New 
England, for the purpose of making the mo- 
nopoly a more binding as well as a more ex- 
tensive one. Doubtless other sections were to 
have been taken in had the reach across the 
river at Poughkeepsie into New England been 
a success, the aim being to bring the whole 
country under the feet of the combination em- 
bracing the anthracite coal companies and the 
railroad properties engaged to carry the 
product to consumers. 

About three years. sufficed for the forma- 
tion of the plan, its trial, and disruption. At 
first all seemed to go smoothly, but the sharp 
advance.in the prices of coal in the early part 
of last year, with promises of further rises in 
price which Were carried out later, called out 
a general protest from the people who were 
being bled to feed the monopoly, and invited 
inquiry resulting in a formal investigation by 
Congress and a dissolution of lease to the 
New Jersey Central. These things were 
pooh-peohed as insufficient to arrest the 
march of the anthracite empire, but when it 
came to a direct antagonizing of other power- 
ful railroad interests it was no longer a 
laughing matter or ove to be dismissed with a 
wave of the hand, in Podsnap fashion, as not 
worthy of notice. Whether or not the stock 
of the Reading railroad was used to effect the 
purchase of other railroad properties in New 
England, the latter formed a load too heavy 
to be carried ia opposition to the will of the 
men who have proved themselves bigger than 
President McLeod in forcing him into a re- 
ceivership as the only way that seemed open 
to bim to retain some control of the road 
with the hope of being able to keep up the 
combination in coal as against the con- 
sumers. ; 

It is much to be feared that the hope named 
is a great part of the motive force that caused 
the step reported. There is little reason to 
think otherwise. Whatever may happen the 
public is to keep on being fleeced in the inter- 
est of the coal monopolists. If not it will be 
because they cannot help it. But surely the 
new phase in the management of Reading 


ought to give an additional incentive to effort 


to break up the comb against the inter-

If the company is in- 
debted for taxes and supplies, balances due to 
other railroad companies, and wages due to 
employés it must be for the reason that the 
revenues were misapplied in reaching out for 
the unattainable. 


THESUPREME COURT SHOULD SETTLE AT 
SPRINGFIELD. 

The Supreme Court meets now at Ottawa, 
Springfield, and Mount Vernon. The Consti- 
tution says that the Legislature may change 
“the titnes and places of holding said court.“ 
Hence it is not necessary to amend the Con- 
stitution in order to make the court a settled 
instead of a migratory one. 

Tus Taisune told at length Sunday why the 
change should be made. It gave fully the un- 
fortunate resulta of adherence to a system 
which was an excellent one when introduced 
but which the State has outgrown. Complaint 
is made continually that the court is slow in 
announcing its decisions. Chief Justice 


Magruder, who knows what he is talking 
about, says: | 

The delay is not so much. in deciding cases as it 
is in announcing the decisions, and the migratory 
system, I think, is entirely responsible for the 
latter, After a case is decided by the full bench 
it is assigned to one of the Justices to prepare an 
opinion, as is required by law. He goes home at 
the end of the term, and in a few days the opin- 
ion is ready, but it is not filedthen. It cannot 
be under the present system, and the interested 
parties have to wait to learn what their rights 
are. If the court were held always in the same 
“city the opinion could be submitted to the other 
members of the court and passed upon immedi- 
— but as things are now it must be held until 

eo Sustices come together again in some other 
— If the court were located always in one 
place it would be practically always in session, 
and this could not help but result in decisions 
being announced more. promptly. It would also 
do away with the alleged leniency in the matter 
of granting supersedeases. 

A prominent lawyer says: 

As for conflicting decisions the system certainly 
results in them at times. I have in mind now two 
cases decided at the same time in which the con- 
clusions reached from practically the same prem- 
ises were diametrically opposite. They are San- 
ford vs. Kane and Kirchoff vs. The Union Mutual 
Life Iusurance company. The opinions were filed 
on the same day, but were written by 3 
Justices. 

It is probably true also that there are more sins 
plications for rehear filed in the Supreme 
Court of the State of Illinois than in the courts 
of last resort in any of the other great States in 
the Union, and that of the applications so 
filed a larger percentage is allowed than in any of 
the other States. 

There is a substantial agreement of opinion 
all the way from the Chief Justice of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, an old II- 
linois lawyer, down to the members of the 
bar in favor of having ‘he sessions of the 
court held atone place, The only opposition 
is that of the local interests of Ottawa and 
Mount Vernon, whose hotelkeepers would suf.

Mr. Rouillatd reports that this view of the 
situation has impressed itself deeply not only 
upon the habitants but also upon those who 
are in authority, and that when the time 
oomes for separation from England the lead- 
ers and the people will be ready. 

The peculiar feature of the Quebec move- 
ment is that it proceeds upon lines of its own. 
The French-Canadians sympathize with the 
annexationists in Ontario but propose to act 
by themselves, because they believe their own 
movement will be more successful than if 
they acted in concert with the English-Cana- 
dians. Mr. Rouillard claims that the French- 
Canadians have as much right to unite with 
this country in a French point of view as to 
continue in allegiance to the British crown, be- 
cause there are more French-Canadians, 
Frenchmen and their descendants, now in the 
United States than in Canada. He also claims 
that— 

The French-Canadians have not forgotten such 
things as the deportation of the Acadians, and if 
they have refraitga from referring to them dur- 
ing later years, it was only because they did not 
want to precipitate matters till the day arrived 
when everything was in readiness for throwing 
off the British yoke, That day. he claims, has 


now come.

REPRESENTATIVE Bxrax's bili in relation to 
the militia and the World's Fair introduced 
in the House at Springfield last week bas ew 
dently been misunderstood. It does not, as 
has been erroneously asserted, call for any 
new appropriation but merely provides spe- 
cifically for the National Guard the sum orig- 
inally des ignated for an exhibit of the troops, 
such sum to be paid out of the $800,000 al- 
ready appropriated. Ten thousand dollars of 
the amount is proposed for reimbursing the 
Exposition Directory on account of its ad- 
vances last October made at the request of the 
Adjutant-Genera] to enable the troops to 
creditably participate in the dedication cere- 
monies. Some $35,000 had been named and 
agreed on pending the passage of the original 
bill to defray the expenses of taking the war 
flags to the Exposition and of making a 
proper exhibit of the troops on dedication day. 
When the fulfillment of this tacit agreement 
was sought last summer the Attorney-General 
presented an opinion that he did not consider 
the dedication exercises as strictly a part of 
the Exposition and consequently that no part 
of the $800,000 could be paid for any purpose 
whatever in connection with the World’s Fair 
without express legislative direction. There- 
upon the agreement set forth already was 


| made with the Exposition Directors, and it is 


now sought to reimburse tnem for their ad- 
vance out of the original sum appropriated at 
the last session. There ought to be no opposi- 
tion to the bill.

Tue veteran Generalsof both the Union and 
Confederate armies are going fast. The latest 
name on the list retired by death is that of 
Gen.. Pierre Gustave Toutant Beauregard,.one 
of the most brilliant and picturesque of the 
leaders of the Lost Cause. He was graduated 
with distinction at West Point and served with 
honor in the Mexican war. His earlier serv- 
ice was devoted to the engineering depart- 
ment, and he did good service in 4 scien- 
tific way at Fort Adams, Newport; Fort 
Henry, Maryland; in the Missi«sippi passes, 
Mobile Bay, and Lake Pontchartrain. At the 
outbreak of the war he resigned the Superin- | 
tendency at West Point toenter the Confeder- 
ate army and was assigned to the defense of 
Charleston, After Sumter he was ordered to 
Virginia, and at once became conspicuous as 
the leader of the forces at Bull Run, although 


he was superseded by Gen. Joseph E. John- 


ston. In 1862 he served in Tennessee under 
Gen. Albert Sidney Johnston, and during the | 
latter part of the year was in -command at 
Charleston. In 1864 he took part in the Vir- 
ginia campaign, and also opposed Gen. Sher- 
man on his march to the sea, but finally sur- 
rendered his command with that of Johnston’s 
to that General in April, 1866. After the war 
he returned to New Orleans, his birthplace, 
and became President of the New Orleans, 
Jackson and Mississippi railroad, and also 
served as Adjutant-General of the State. 
During the last few years he has been best 
known as one of the managers of the Louis- 
iana State Lottery, in which business, like all 
others connected with its management, he 
piled ub a large fortune without adding to his 
honor or reputation. He was a brilliant 
soldier and personally an attractive, chival- 
rous, and genial character, but his reputation 
was not enhanced by the demoralizing, cor- 
rupting, and gambling business in which be 


was engaged, Like Jubal Early, his associate 


in thie swindling business, his later days 
added nothing to his career that is pleasant to 
remem ber.

NEGRO FARMERS OF THE BLACK BELT. 


Conference at Which Much of Progress Is 
Reported for the Colored Race, 

Tusxeces, Ala., Feb. 21—I Special. ]—The 
second anoual conference of the negro farmers 
of the black belt, held today, was attended 
by 600 farmers of Southern Alabama. Booker 
T. Washington, President of the Tuskegee In- 
dustrial Institute, presided. There were pres- 
ent from the North Gen. Samuel C. Armstrong 
of Hampton Institute, Richard P. Hallowell of 
Boston, Trustee of the Calhoun colored 
school: Mus Hallowell, Dr. Northrup, lestur- 
er for the States fund for the South; Henry 
D. Lloyd of Chicago; Dr. C. McVicar, Super- 
intendentiof Education for the Baptist Mis- 
sionary Society; Miss Mabel Dillingham and 
Miss Charlotte Thorne of tne Calhoun colored 
school; and Miss White and Miss Nason 
of the Montgomery Industrial School, which 
are reproducing in the black beit the work of 
the Hampton institute. 

The reports of the delegates showed that an 
increasing number of black farmers were get- 
ting rid of the mortgage habit, raising corn 
instead of cotton, produc their own meat, 
and becoming the owners of their own farms. 
In some counties the colored people are sup- 
plementing State funds with voluntary con- 


¢tnbutions, so that the schooling of their chil- 


dren may be six or nine months in- 
stead of three. Poor teachers and poor 
ministers, many of whom have hicher- 
to victimised these simple people, are 
driven out, because the children are becoming 
able to detect their mistakes. An improve- 
ment on the treatment of women was report- 
ed, and only a small proportion were willing 
to admit . they believed their property 
rights in their children’s labor justified them 
m kee 'them at work and away from 
school until 21 years old. 

It was umanimously voted that this year 
every farwer should raise his own pork and 
butter. The conference voted that no place 
deserved to be called home that did not have 

two rooms. The railroads were asked to treat 
the colored people with more fairness, a policy 
which it was promised woulu be to their pecu- 
niary advantage. The increased frequency of 
lynchings was deplored, and resolutions thank- 
ing Gov. Jones for his recent message on 
mob rule were ordered to besentto him. 
Some of the best speeches were made by 
colored women, pleacing for more respect for 
the sex for a lightening of the drudgery 
of the farmers’ wives. The rate of interest 
commonly paid by these colored men was 
disclosed to range from 100 to 300 per cent a 
year. No politics was mentioned. The con- 
ference urged the farmers of the black belt 
to concentrate all their energies upon the 
securing of property— that we may become 
taxpayers; upon the getting of an education, 
that we m intelligently exercise the rights 
of citizenship, and upon the acquiring of cor- 
rect moral fiabits, that we may be able to es- 
tablish a chiiracter among our neighbors that 
shall be above suspicion and compel! respect.’’

~Cleveland Doesn't Like 

Plank in His Party's 
ng to Ignore It. 


New Lon, Feb, 21.—[Special.]—A week 
from tomorrow, his plans are changed, 
Mr. Cleveland will de in Washington with his 
family, but it looks now as though he will not 
by that time have completed all hie prelim- 
inary undertakipgs.. His plans have some- 
what miscarried. He had hoped to have near- 
ly the whole of the month of February free 
for the preparation of his inaugural address, 
a State paper in which he has revealed more of 
persona! pride while talkirg about it than he 
has shown in connection with any other per- 
acnal matter. In talking with friends about 
his Cabinet he has said that he should do what 
he did not do in 1 consult largely his per- 
sonal convenience des But he has 
frequently referred to his inaugural message 
in such a manner ap to suggest that he 1s am- 
bitious to gain for it a wice repute. The mes- 
eage, I understand, has scarcely been touched, 
although Mr. Cleveland has it pretty well 
mapped out in his mind. The action of this 
Congress causes something of the delay in 
completion of it since, if the Sherman bill is 
repealed or any ‘compromise measure is 
adopted which will allow Mr. Carlisle even 
temporarily to suspend purchase of silver 
bullion, then there will be no occasion for any 
impressive argument in theinaugural message 
in favor of its repeal.

He 
last summer was not at all averse to the plank 
in the Democratic platform which called for 
the repeal uf the tax upon State bank circula- 
tion, but it has been made so evident that the 
people do not care to return to State banking, 
at least where this should invelve the issuing 
of State bank bills, that Mr. Cleveland is be- 
lieved also to have addépted the view of Mr. 
White as set forth in his recent address in 
Philadelphia and which would, if adopted, 
make a safety fund based upon the tax upon 
national bank circulation take the placefof 
government bonds now held by the Treasury 
to redeem national bank notes.

WORK DONE BY THE Wan MISSION. 


The Temporary Relief Plans and the Success 
af Them—The Financial Statement. 

In this city, as in every other city, there 
are thousands of forlorn and homeless ebil- 
dren who, in the midst of temptation and 
danger, are cast upon the streets to shift for 
themselves. The children of the streets and 
tenements were overlooked until within a few 
years since, when the Waifs’ Mission was 
organized. When this mission was started, 
however, it could only hope to work 
along the line of temporary relief. It 
provided a lunch for the children Sun- 
day, distributed clothing and did what it could 
for their better natures. An effort was made 
to place a number of boys in homes, but this 
was soon found to be impracticable. In view 
of the fact that these boys would not as a rule 
stay with families when the opportunity 
offered and that temporary relief and spas- 
modic charity while commendable did not 
materially change the condition of the bene- 
ficiary, the officers of the mission organized 
what is now known as the Chicago Waifa’ 
Mission and Training School ana decided to 
try the experiment of literally taking a num- 
ber of boys from the streets, give them the 
rudiments of an education, and train them in 
some useful occupation, To this end quarters 
were fitted up at No. 44 State street for the 
accommodation of about fifty boys, a dining- 
room, school-room, and dormitory were pro- 
vided. 

The first manual trainmg given the waifs 
was in a shoe factory, which was located in 
the building occupied by the mission. The 
factory soon grew too large for its quarters 
and this feature of the work was lost. Not, 
however, till a oumber of the boys had re- 
ceived sufficient training to make them valu- 
able to the firm, with which a number of them 
still remain, earning from $10 to $12 a week. 
A printing plant was provided and a news- 
paper, The American Youth, is now issued 
from it. A general job printing business is 
also conducted. The boys set type for the 
paper, feed the presses, make tablets, and are 
instructed. in all that pertains to that line. 
In the last three years the paper has earned 
for the mission over $10,000, every cent of 
which was expended in the mission work. 
Another department of the mission affording 
employment for the boys is the “parcel ex- 
press. While of recent establishiment it has 
passec from the experimental stage and de- 
veloped into a suceess. 

The Waifs’ Mission Messenger Service is 
another one of the mission experiments that 
have turned out even better than could be 
ex „ This service brings the boys in 
constant contact with business-men and 
arouses creditable ambitions. They soon 
learn that it is the quick, neat, polite boy that 
isin the greatest demand, the boys are 
not slow in acquiring those habits. The re- 
port of Supt. Daniels of the mission says: 

The Waifs’ Mission has ‘demonstrated the fact 
that these children will almost support them- 
selves if the opportunity is afforded. They will 
work and they will learn. Given a suitable build- 
ing as to location, uipment and accommoda- 


tions, the Waifs’ Mission will undertake to cure

COUNTY POOR DEPRIVED OF COAL. 
Public Service Committee Takes Action Re- 
garding Delinquent Contractors. 

County Agent O’Brien informed the Public 
Service committee of the County Board yes- 
terday that there was much complaint about 
the non-delivery of coal to poor people. 
Baker Brothers, holders of the contract to de- 
liver the coal, do not show an inclination to 
meet the demands made upon them, he said, 
Over 100 complaints from r people come 
into his office every day. The contractors are 
now about 800 tons beh:nd their orders.
